LINCOLN'S  8TCMP 
SPEECH  IS  THE 
HATFIELD. 


Lincoln  quoting  Shakespeare  w  ith  such 
power  that  he  suggested  the  president 
had  missed  his  calling  and  sboold 
hare  taken  to  the  stage.  Liocoin. 
howerer,  played  on  a  larger  stage. 
■with  the  ages  for  bis  aadlence. 

Terseness,  clearness,  nnitj,  are  the 
most  prominent  characteristics  of  the 
martyr  president's  style.  Where  did 
this  child  of  the  frontier  loam  hi«  use 
of  English?  Some  of  his  utterances 
have  hooouio  cl.issics.  How  did  he, 
with  but  a  few  weeks'  schooling  in  his 
entire  life,  learn  to  write  gems  as  dn- 
rable  as  the  lanjruaj^e? 

He  hims(  'f  has  answered  the  ques- 
tion. He  r^ad  Bunyan,  Aesop,  Shake- 
speare, Burns  and  the  Bible.  He  could 
scarcely  have  had  better  modeljs.  He 
did  more.  When  the  traveling  politi- 
cians stopped  at  his  father's  house 
they  talked  of  the  qoestioiis  tbeo  agi- 
tating the  country.  The  child  bad 
difBenlty  In  understanding  them  and 
after  climbing  the  ladder  to  bis  bed  of 
leaves  in  the  loft  would  lie  awake  for 
bonrs  seeking  to  puzzle  out  what  they 
meant  Then  he  would  try  to  phrase 
their  sentiments  in  simpler  and  clear- 
er lauguajie,  in  words  that  any  child 
-could  understand.  Does  not  that  shed 
a  tlood  of  light  on  the  marvelous  terse- 
ness, simplicity  and  clearneas  of  his 
style?  I  know  of  nothing  more  in- 
spiring except  Benjamin  Franklin's  at- 
tempt to  reproduce  the  thoughts  of 
Joseph  Addison  wttboot  memorizing 
the  language  in  order  that  by  means 
ot  tbe  ^omparlsoQ  he  might  improve 
bis  own  style. 

Whenever  tie  heard  a  sermon  young 
Abi^ham  would  come  home  and  try  to 
reproduce  It  for  the  beneflt  of  the  fam- 
ily. Whenever  there  was  a  lull  in  the 
hayfield  'he  would  mount  a  stump  and 
deliver  a  speo'-h.  At  home  he  would 
write  on  the  wooden  shovel  and  shave 
it  oCf,  repeating  the  performance  until 
the  shovel  was  all  shaved  away.  His 
means  of  expression  w  ere  so  limited  he 
had  to  be  terse.  It  would  be  a  public 
blessing  if  all  authora  were  forced  to 
learn  the  same  fine  economy  of  worda. 

Lincoln  even  tried  to  write  verse, 
but  why  detract  from  bis  fame  by  re- 
producing bis  poetry?  It  was  about 
■as  bad  aa  it  ooold  bave  been.  Never- 
theless lie  bad  a  port's  soul,  even 
though  be^jiras  not  a  success  at  jiugling 
his  .words  and  chopping  them  off  at 
certain  machine  lengths,  l  ew  Amer- 
ican poems  contain  more  poetry  than 
some  of  Lincoln's  prose. 

I  remember  on.  e  sooing  in  the  offices 
of  the  New  York  World  thi.s  motto: 
"Accuracy,  terseness,  accuracy.  J.  P." 
On  the  next  post  it  occurred  again: 
"Accuracy,  terseness,  accuracy.  J.  P." 
It  ijrwM  bung  all  over  the  reporters' 
rooma.  It  was  one  of  tlie  secrets  of 
Joseph  ^Pulitzer's-  power  in  buUding 
up  the  World  and  his  other  papers. 

Mr.  Lineoin's  style  answers  that  test 
perfectly.  He  was  accurate  because 
•he  could  not  be  otherwise.  He  had  to 
statt>e\on  his  opponent's  position  fully, 
fairly  and  coinpletoly.  He  could  not 
be  vague  and  uncertain  in  his  use  of 
facts.  His  logical  mind  would  not  per- 
mit him  it^  wander  from  the  truth.  He 
was  just  as  accurate  in  the  statement 
of  a  principle-  as  in  tbe  statement  of  a 
fact  He  reduced  everything  to  its 
primary  elements.

There  is  no  flam- 
boyant oratory,  no  app<.'al  to  prejudice 
or  passion,  no  choaf>  parade  of  lan- 
guage or  tricks  of  fihraso  Ho  takes 
the  one  theme  of  the  attitude  of  the 
country's  founders  on  the  subject  of 
slavery  and  proves  it  demonstrates  it 
UntU  there  Is  scarcely  another  word  to 
be  said  on  the  subject  He  shows  be- 
yond any  question  of  doubt  that  they 
Md  In  view  the  gradual  limitation  and 
tutimate  extinction  of  the  "peculiar  in- 
stitution." With  Lincoln  it  was' facts, 
facts,  facts,  logic,  logic,  logic.  He 
gestured  little,  his  chief  gesture  being 
H  downright  sledge  hamnior  blow.  He 
was  terribly  in  earnest.  His  voice  was 
high  and  penetrating,  but  not  unpleas- 
ant. At  first  he  was  awkward,  but 
soon  forgot  himself  and  all  awkward- 
ness left  him.  He  dealt  with  tbe  sub* 
•tance  of  things,  and  that  gave,  bim 
tUs  power.

mt  if  tiie  Union  Depot  in  Lexington 
'Was  for  the  <'vclu<ivf'  u-c  and  bone- 
9k  at  her  citizens  we  would  have 
SMflung  to  say,  but  would  leave  the 
-v^^nlation  of  her  internal  affairs 
alone.  Hut  the  traveling;  ])ublic  have 
lights  at  the  Union  Dep<»t  of  Lex- 
ington,  the  same  as  her  citizens  and 
they  have  the  liirht  to  demand  that 
they  be  furuih^hed  widi  the  liest  ser- 
iriee  and  accommodation  in  reachin<:^ 
the  train  or  depot,  and  that  beinjr 
true  we  feel  that  we  havs  the  rijfht 
to  criticize  the  system  now  in  use  at 
the  Union  Depot  in  Leiington. 

This  system  as  now  used  and  oj>- 
«rated  is  closely"  and  exclusively  a 
product  of  the  three  railroads  uain^ 
the  depot,  viz:  ('hcs;ip<'akc  &  Ohio, 
Louisvillf  Nashville  and  Lcxinutoii 
and  Eastern,  and  these  companies 
are  the  ones  who  should  be  censured 
and  <'rif icizc'l  for  the  manner  in 
vhich  the  depot  is  conducted.

it  is  conducted  badly  such  conduct 
reflects  more  upon  Lexington  than 
npon  the  railroads.

nal for  them  to  pass  through,  immed- 
iately make  a  rush  for  the  hole  in  th? 
fence.  Just  as  they  attempt  to  rush 
AvMigfa  the  passen^rs  leaving  the 
train  are  makinsr  a  ru-h  for  the  same 
.  hole.  The  result  is  that  a  collision 
aeenrs  and  in  the  confusion  the  gate- 
man  shoves  back  those  who  wish  to 
^;et  on  the  train  and  pulls  through 
those  who  wish  to  get  off.  The  serim- 
•  age  in  a.  footbalf  game  is  not  near 
so 'exciting  nor  so  dangerous  for  the 
i«ason  that  there  are  not  so  many 
-csagaged.  On  the  entrance  sid6  of 
the  fence  there  are  usually  a  number 
^<rf  persons  waiting  to  meet  their 
iEiimds  who  are  coming  from  the 
^eait  §ide.^ 

'  While  one  mass  of  humanity  is 
struggling  to -get  to  the  train  and  an- 
other from  the  train,  both  through 
the  same  h(de  in  the  fence,  the  gate- 
man  is  heard  shouting  above  the 
oeafasion,  ''stand  back.

The  Uncoln  Centenary 


The  Nation's  Tribute  to 
Gremt  White  Soul/'  a 

"Humanized  Interpreta- 
tion of  the  Golden  Rule" 


THE  hour  when  a  proat  white 
soul  comes  to  oartli  should  be 
hold  in  peri»etual  iiu-niory.  The 
soil  his  foot  first  presses  is 
hallowed  ground.  Time  and  place  are 
never  so  sacred  as  when  they  mark 
the  advent  of  those  sent  of  God  to  help 
men.  They  form  the  links  that  bind 
heaven  and  earth.  They  lend  an  added 
luster  to  every  time  and  every  place. 
Just  as  one  who  wears  the  human  form 
worthily  eomtvn  ttobillty  on  all  of  the 
SOBS  of  men. 

Abraham  Lincoln  made  every  one  in 
human  guise  more  precious.  He  re- 
minds US  of  our  better  selves.  He  was  a 
symbol  of  the  homeliest  and  common- 
est, yet  of  the  highest  and  rarest  liu- 
mnn  things.  W'c  cannot  think  of  hiu) 
without  becoming  more  li>vinc,  more 
charitable  and  more  true.  There  is  net 
nn  element  in  him  that  does  not  make 
one  better  to  contemplate.  The  pure  in 
heart  can  read  all  of  bis  life  without  a 
blush,  and  the  gentlest  and  most  timid 
can  view  his  every  deed  without  a 
shudder.  Uncoln  had  goodness  with- 
out self  righteousness,  spirituality 
without  cant,  intellectuality  without 
dogmatism  and  pow£r  wlthoiU  tyran- 
xty.  He  had  most  of  the  talents  with 
none  of  their  abuses.  There  are  many 
great  men  we  can  admire  and  respect, 
but  Lincoln  we  can  love. 

He  was  bom  a  hundred  years  ago 
this  year.  It  is  flttin?,'.  thcrefcro,  that 
the  land  for  which  he  lived  and  died 
should  honor  the  event  as  it  has  li"!i- 
ored  but  one  other  of  its  sons.  We 
liavo  not  eiii>ui:l!  <'f  the  supiT'iiu'  souls 
that  we  can  si)are  the  example  of  one.

By  uplifting 
them  we  uplift  ourselves.  They  act  as

Among  those  who  will  participate  in 
the  centenaipr  exercises  are  the  Brit- 
ish and  French  ambassadors,  the  two 
recent  candidates  for  the  presidency, 
ex-Secretary  Taft  and  Mr.  Bryan,  and 
others  whose  names  are  household 
words  in  more  than  one  land.  Now 
thai  ttie  Springfield  jirogram  has  been 
adoi>tod  by  the  educitional  authorities 
of  so  many  of  tin.'  slates  tlKs  sim[)le 
ceremony  will  become  the  niost  widely 
observed  and  impressive  memorial 
service  ever  given  to  a  single  man  on 
the  American  continent  If  not  in  the 
world,  r.ut  this  will  by  no  moans  end 
the  observ.ition  of  the  Lincoln  cente- 
nary. Almost  equally  notable  will  be 
the  celebration  at  the  Lincoln  birth- 
place farm,  which  will  then  be  dedi- 
cated and  thrown  open  to  the  pnblic 
as  a  national  lutrk.  At  this  Kentucky 
ceremony  President  Roosevelt  has 
promised  to  be  present;  al.so  Mark 
Twain.  Governor  Folk  and  otliors  dis- 
tinguished In  politics,  law  and  letters. 
Thf  re  is  a  generons  emulation  with- 
out rivalry  between  the  two  commit- 
tees that  have  in  <  h:nge  the  respective 
celcld-atic.ns  at  the  birt hjilace  and  tlK» 
tomb.  Tlr.is  the  two  ends  of  Mr.  Lin- 
co'ii's  pathway  will  be  l)riglit  with 
glory,  while  the  fame  of  his  life  will 
Mvet:  h  like  a  rainbow  between.  But 
tjie  chief  celebration  will  be  neither  at 
Springfield  nor  at  the  Rock  Sprlnfr 


ABRAHAM  LINCOLN 
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spiiiiual  i.iagltots  to  (!i-a\,-  us  to  their 
height.  By  conteinv'latiirj:  them  we 
unconscioiisly  grow  like  them.  No  one 
can  measure  the  moral  force  of  one 
Lincoln  centenary. 

All  men  are  in  substantial  agreement 
lis  to  their  verdict  concerning  him. 
The  only  difference  Is  in  the  degree  of 
their  praise.  There  is  no  sectionalism 
In  bis  appreciation.  The  south  could 
not  spare  his  gentle  memory  more 
than  the  north.  Never  was  a  victor 
less  like  a  conqueror.  It  is  as  impossi- 
ble to  feel  resentment  toward  him  as 
toward  a  dead  father. 

We  grow  like  what  wo  love.  It  is 
this  fact  which  lends  sui  h  a  beautiful 
♦significance  to  the  universal  regard 
for  Lincoln,  that  makes  so  inspiring 
the  widespread  celebration  of  the  cen- 
tenary of  his  tlirth.  A  nation  which 
builds  itaelf  around  such  an  ideal 
will  not  only  have  a  **new  birth  of 
Treedom,"  but  will  have  a  new  birth 
•f  peace,  of  manhood  and  <tf  nobility 
lhat  will  jdaee  it  in  the  forefront  of 
Ihe  nati  H;s  of  all  time. 

It  v,i!l  be  an  inspiring  siioctaclo 
when  at  the  same  hour  on  I'eb.  12  as- 
sembll*  in  all  parts  of  th<>  nation 
4tum  their  faces  toward  the  tomb  at 
Springfield.  It  may  well  be  that  this 
ceremony  will  become  worldwide  and 
thftt  Americans  in  all  parts  of  the 
aarth  wil^Join  the  celebraton  at 
#|iringfield  in  repeating  certain  oi 
Mr.  Lincoln's  utterances  with  their 
faces  toward  his  place  of  rest  Among 
the  eminent  Oltnoisans  who  form  the 


farm.  It  will  be  hi  the  hearts  of  the 
plain  people,  who  loved  him  while  on 
earth,  who  love  him  now  and  ever  will 
love  him  as  their  true  friend.  They 
have  not  mornis  or  time  to  travel  to 
distant  shrines  nor  eloquence  to  voice 
their  appreciation,  but  by  tlu'ir  own 
firesides  and  in  their  own  hearts  thoy 
will  tell  in  simple  w»)rds  of  their  faitli 
and  trust  in  this  plain  and  un.-issum- 
ing  man  who  was  one  of  theuis*  Ives. 
They  are  the  lin:il  arbiters  of  all  men's 
fame,  and  he  who  is  secure  in  their 
regard  is  established  for  the  ages. 

One  of  the  features  of  the.  centenary 
at  Springfield  will  be  the  meeting  of 
those  who  knew  "Old  Abe"  and  who 
can  give  history  first  hand.  We  have 
so  much  secqndhand  history  in  the 
world  that  this  will  be  an  improve- 
ment. If  we  could  only  have  a  couven- 
'  tlon  of  those  who  knew  .Tulius  Caesar 
■  or  Charlemagne  or  Oliver  (.'ronn\ell. 
how  m.atiy  errors  cotild  bo  correctedl 
.\n  exi)erience  meeting  of  tht   fri  ads 
of    Shakesjieare    would    likewise  be 
^  worth  going  miles  to  attend.  We  nev- 
er ai'i'f''  ii^tt"  an  inmiortal  till  he  -jrets 
I  ut  of  reach.    While  he  is  on  earth  we 
say.  "Oh,  yes,  old  So-and-so — everj-body 
I  knows  him!"  But  200  years  after  he  Is 
I  dead  the  world  discovers  that  it  does 
I  not  know  him,  but  Wishes  it  did.  It  is 
j  fortunate  that  we  have  taken  this 
'great  Interest  in  Lincoln  while  some 
j  of  those  Tt-ho  used  to  meet  him  behind 
I  the  grocery  stove  and  argue  politics 
and  swap  stories  with  him  at  the  post- 
office  are  still  on  earth.  Otherwise  we 
ihould  be  in  the  same  deplorable  state 


of  misinformation  we  are  c  -  -T>ia^ 
Washini^on,  in  whose  ease  we  have  tt 
depend  on  the  Sparkses  and  Wee  ma*' ; 
f o#  some  historical  fahcy  tales. 

Lincoln  has  not  entirely  escaped 
from  these  romanetts  even  as  It  is. 
but  they  started  their  fiction  factories 
to  soon  that  it  his  been  possible  to 
overtake  and  braiiil  most  of  the  out- 
put. For  example,  there  were  a  lot 
of  the  oldest  inhabitants  iu  several 
routliern  states  who  felt  it  their 
boundon  duty  to  ro'lect  on  hi-^  pater- 
nity. .-Vll  these  stories  h:!ve  been 
tra<  cd  to  their  origin,  proved  to  be 
erroneous  and  branded.  Then  some- 
body came  to  the  surface  who  said 
he  liad  heard  somebody  say  that  had 
heard  somebody  else  say  that  Mr.  Lin- 
coln was  not  bom  on  the  birthplace 
farm,  but  in  an  entirely  different  part 
of  Kentucky.  He  made  some  sort  of 
at^idavit  on  the  ground  of  this  hear- 
say testimony.  Now,  it  is  fortunate 
all  this  happened  while  tii<>re  were 
reliable,  truth  loving  peojih'  on  earth 
who  knew  just  where  Lincoln  was 
born.  Thus  the  thing  could  be  dem- 
oTistrated  beyond  cavil,  nailed  down 
and  established  for  the  ages.  This 
saves  posterity  a  lot  of  unnecessary 
speculation,  investigation  and  trouble. 
Suppose  these  stories  bad  been  sprung 
after  everybody*  tliat  knew  Lincoln 
was  dead.  All  this  inaccuracy  might 
have  trickled  its  way  down  through 
the  centuries.  A  very  large  portion 
of  ancient  history  belongs  in  the  fic- 
tion department  of  our  libraries. 

We  are  fortunate-  iv  another  respect. 
^Tany  of  th  ve  who  live  written  lives 
of  Mr.  I.incnin  assofiatcnl  with  him 
d.'iily.  II  >  was  great  enough  to  seem 
great  to  I>is  secretaries  ami  partners 
The  telegraph  operators  at  the  war 
depart luent,  the  attendants  about  the 
White  House,  the  common  soldiers 
who  saw  their  commander  in  chief, 
all  had  some  sort  of  inner  prompting 
that  this  vns  not  ju-^t  an  ordliniry 
president,  but  that  hero  was  the  son 
of  man  that  would  interest  th?  twou- 
ty  second  century.  So  they  made 
n-.eiital  notes  and  printed  tlicm.  The 
World  has  giown  in  2.<M!0  years  so 
that  now  a  proi)het  has  honor  in  his 
own  country  and  among  those  of  his 
own  household.  They  m:;y  not  see 
all  of  his  greatness,  but  ii  they  even 
measure  some  angles  of  it  these  fur- 
nish a  basis  for  future  compntaticns 

If  Lincoln  had  lived  back  In  the  days 
of  Pericles'  or  Augustus  I  have  often 
imagined  the  sort  of  rich  story  Plu- 
tarch woald  have  made  of  him.  At  a 
little  earlier  period,  back  in  that  en- 
chanting but  uncertain  dawn  of  his- 
tory before  the  shadows  had  «juite  lift- 
ed, men  would  have  created  of  him  an 
Odin  or  one  of  those  deli'jrhtful  old 
pagan  de'nigods  that  str.niLled  drag- 
ons with  tiieir  naked  hands.  But  we 
have  not  so  much  to  crow^  over,  for 
th(  y  almost  did  that  with  Washington 
In  our  own  day. 

Let  us  beware  of  putting  Lincoln  on 
a  piHlesial.  It  is  the  sweet  and  every- 
day humanity  of  the  man  that  is  his 
chief  charm.  It  is  easy  to  marvel  at  a 
higher  order  of  beings,  but  hard  to 
love  them.  Lincoln  is  close  enough  to 
us  to  love^  and  we  must  keep  him 
so.  There  are  enough  little  tin  dei- 
ties, but  we  need  this  man  for  our 
common  humanity.  He  Is  too  big,  too 
warm  and  too  precious  to  set  him  out 
of  reach.  Tbey  have  robbed  us  of 
mos^  of  our  heroes  by  iiiaki::g  thom 
unhuiuan  ;ind  impossible,  but  tiiey 
shall  not  do  it  with  Lincoln,  lie  be- 
longs to  our  man  and  woman  world, 
an<!  we  are  going  to  k(M'p  him  ft)r  (Uir 
own.  The  far  shining  greatness  of  his 
5(»ul  mala's  his  gnarled  h.mds  and 
wrin.';U'd  f.:ee  all  tl.e  iiK.re  iirecious  to 
us.  Let  us  have  all  the  centenaries 
of  binj  that  the  passage  of  the  years 
will  i)ermit,  let  us  have  libraries  full 
of  books  about  him,  but  never  let  him 
t>e  removed  from  the  plain  people  that 
he  loved  and  that  loved  him.  Almost 
an}  body  can  be  an  aristocrat,  but  it 
takes  one  of  God's  own  great,  tender 
men  to  be  a  perfect  democrat.  It  Is 
this  qnnllty  that  makes  Lincoln  so 
alive  in  the  hearts  of  the  millions,  and 
the  man  that  robs  hini  of  even  a  p.irt 
of  it  will  in  that  far  do  him  to  death. 
Mako  the  birthi'l-ico  farm  as  splendid 
a  park  as  you  liUe.  hut  keep  the  little 
old  one  room  cabin  on  it  as  a  remind- 
er. IJetaiu  eucUL  h  of  the  hardshij)s  to 
show  what  they  were.  Wo  men  who 
h.ive  to  carve  our  way  in  the  world, 
who  have  to  cling  to  principles  and 
choose  right  from  wrong,  who  have  to 
pass  by  temptation  and  who  liave  to 
keep  our  hearts  sweet  throu^  trials 
need  all  of  the  example  of  Lincoln  to 
help  us  on.  The  man  who  robs  as  of 
even  the  humblest  part  of  that  inspir- 
ing story  Is  a  frend  neither  to  Lincoln 
nor  to  us.  We  want  to  f»'ol  that  he 
was  stich  a  man  as  we  are.  or  at  least 
such  a  man  as  we  n;ay  l  eccjuo.  ne 
was  our  big  brother,  and  we  see  the 
way  ho  did  things  and  tli^n  know  bet- 
tor how  wo  may  do  thom.  lie  was 
groat  not  boeauso  remote,  but  because 
so  close.  I  To  was  so  common  he  be- 
car''o  the  iiicist  nil' i>mmon  man  in  our 
time.  lie  was  so  human  he  grew  al- 
,  most  divine.  Ho  was  so  meek  he 
seems  a  king  of  men.  He  was  so  poor 
he  has  nil  the  riches  of  onr  love. 

It  is  such  a  man  whose  centMiary 
we  celebrate.  There  is  scarcely  one 
in  all  the  broad  land  who  will  not 
participate  in  word  or  deed  or 
thought.  There  are  no  classes  in  the 
api)reciatitm  of  Lincoln.  Lal>or  loves 
hia;  because  he  was  a  friend  of  lalior 
and  himself  tolled  with  his  hands. 
The  black  man  loves  him  for  free- 
dom. The  north  loves  him  as  a  lead- 
er, the  south  as  a  native  son  and  a 
true  friend.  Culture  appreciates  him 
for  his  great  intellect,  his  literary 
quality  and  his  high  soul.  The  com- 
mon people  cherish  him  as  their  own 
child.  The  nation  reverracea  liim  as 
its  preserver.  The  whole  cace  of  man 
prizes  him  for  his  large  heart  and  his 
loving  klndneM.  He  was  a  human- 
ized interpretation  of  the  Golden  Rule, 
an  incarnation  of  the  sermon  on  the 
moa&t..

Burra  TRonms 

Evidence  of  Intamaf  Eruptions  Still 
Evident  in  8outliern  Europe. 

Rome,  Jan.  14. — Slight  earthquake 
shocks  were  experienced  throughout 
Lombardy,  Venetia  and  Tuscany.  No 
serious  damage  was  done,  but  owing 
to  the  general  uneasiness  resulting 
from  the  recent  visitations  in  Cala- 
bria and  Sicily  the  people  for  a  mo- 
ment were  thrown  into  a  condition 
bordering  on  panic. 

According  to  the  records  of  the  ob- 
servatories, especially  the  establish- 
ment maintained  at  Florence  by  the 
Jesuit  fathem,  the  center  of  the  dis- 
turbances was  near  Leimbach,  Sax- 
ony. The  quake  was  strongest  in 
Italy  at  Ti^viso,  16  miles  north  of 
Venice.  Riesi,  the  birthplace  of  the 
present  pope,  is  located  in  this  ter- 
ritory. 

The  first  reports  that  came  into 
Rome  were  alarming  and  peojde  fear- 
ed a  repetition  ot  the  catastrophe  of 
D<;c.  28,  but  prompt  use  of  the  tele- 
graph soon  brought  out  'he  fact  that 
the  shocks  bad  not  been  severe. 

Austria  Feels  Shocks. 
Vienna,  Jan.  14.— Slight  earthquake 
shocks  were  felt  in  soutnem  Austria 
and  Tyrol.  The  disturbances  extend- 
ed from  Sarajevo,  in  the  aoutheastenr 
Bosnia,  to  Meran,  in  the  Tyrol. 
Among  other  places  where  the  shocks 
were  felt  were  Trieste,  Pola  and 
Trlent.  No  damage  has  been  re- 
ported. 


Taicita  Seventeen-Hour  Ride  Into  Vll* 
ginia  Mountains. 

Washington,  Jan.  14.  —  President 
Roosevelt  reached  the  White  House 
after  spending  17  hours  on  horse* 
back  In  Virginia.  Daring  his  trip  he 
made  a  brief  speech  at  Warrenton, 
Va.  The  president  greatly  enjoyed 
the  ride,  although  sleet  was  falling 
practically  all  throughout  the  trip. 

The  object  of  his  long  day  in  the 
saddle,  he  exi'lained,  was  to  prove  ti
